While I want to t ha widest audience posaiblo, I om without dUcouo or 

subsidy ana just can 1 w afford to make trips Vthis one consumed three days because 
again without tolling me they were laje taping and I thus could not make the last 
means of travel hums^fch at do not make possible for tnoso who want my books to 
get them. 

You have scon countless tines, I am sure, identification of guests with their 
publications. There is hardly a week without this free plug for such magardnen as 
Tino, including on PBS stations. If there had merrily been a lins with either my 
address, which is hardily an. exceptional notice, or the fact that I arr. the publisher, 
there is no bookstore in tho entire world that could not have filled an ordor nor 
is there a viewer who coulj not have lourn&d froa .zny bcokatore how to write me. I 
am Hated in the atondrrd directory of publishers and booica. 

^an you remember a day on which PBS did not plug those corporations that 
contribute to it what are pittances for them? Thay receive all this ndvfcsrtioing on 
the so-called non-commercial stations. Commercial books and their publishers are 
fully iaentified.^Only I f a non-commercial , non-subeidized publisher may not bo 
identified and that I gave these people throe days without pay is immaterial. 1 
do not find this either honest or non-commercial* I do believe it repreounts the 
typical h a n g up and prejudice which more than anything else h^g hiuden truth from 
the people. 

It is evon worse in Washington. I asked a friend to phone the F3S station 
there to ask that I bo identified in ooms meaningful way ana that their operators bo 
told how to reach ne. E© was told tfis would endanger their license! Dbviouir thia is 
fiction. They identify each paid representative of any and every publication and I 
have never heard them deal with a book without identifying the publisher. 

I tried and I'm sorry you wars put to all this trouble. And that inert.* ia no way 
in <hich I can do anjtfhing about it. Jhon an individual with a 3 ho.. like Tony Brown 
tries to break through the totality of suppression, maoagem.-nt makes it for all 
practical purposes impossible. Especially "non-commercial" xaa gemeut. With all the 
work I've done for a decade, this is the only time I've been on WNET or any other 
such station, “y complaint is not with *<r. Brown. I am confidant hs did not intend 
to deceive or to misrepresent with xe t although about 10 minutes of reference to my 
only current bok was edited out. Thors was no single reference to it. 

I am enclosing the three books you say you want. They can't be obtained any 
other way. T^oy are in all $21.00. I also enclose a flyer listing all of them. We 
will also place your name on a confidential mailing list we maintain, in the event 
it becomes possible for ne to orint more of the work X have already completed.
